“Nicole was devastated,” 
says an insider. 

Isabella’s brother, Connor, 
and superstar dad, Tom Cruise, 
were also no-shows, reportedly 
boycotting the event. 

Isabella Cruise, 22, who was 
adopted by Nicole and Tom 
a little over two years after 
their 1990 wedding, tied the 
knot with British boyfriend 
Max Parker in an intimate 
Scientology ceremony 
Sept. 18. 

Family Strife 

“Isabella hasn’t seen 
Nicole much over the 
years and didn’t think 
she should be invited 
to her wedding,” says 
the source. “They 
don’t have a close 
relationship.” 

The official line is that 
Nicole, Tom and Connor 
didn’t attend because 
makeup artist Isabella didn’t 
want a media circus. 

But sources say Tom, 53, 
and Connor, 20, were absent 
because they don’t approve of 
technology consultant Max.

“Yes, he’s a Scientologist, 
but he doesn’t practice the 
religion, so they don’t consider 
him a real church member.

“Tom tried to put 
positive spin, telling Isabella 
that he was doing his best 
to get out of his hectic work 
schedule, but he wasn’t sure 
he could.”

on Nov. 21. 

“It hurt her deeply that 
she was minutes away from 
her daughter’s wedding, but 
never got an invitation,” says 
the source.

Friends say that despite 
Tom’s boycott, the “Mission: 
Impossible” hunk picked 
up the hefty check for the 
ceremony and reception at 
London’s pricey Dorchester 
Hotel. 

“Tom hasn’t seen much of 
his daughter as she mostly 
lives in England now,” adds 
the insider. 

“Isabella didn’t want her 
mom there — but it hurt that 
her brother and father weren’t 
present.”

C OUNTRY queen 
Dolly Parton was 
caught in a terrifying 
cancer drama after 
being rushed in agony to 
the hospital, GLOBE has 
learned! 

And friends fear the 
98-pound beauty may be hid- 
ing stomach cancer! 

Dolly was secretly hospi- 
talized at Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity Medical Center in 
Nashville under an assumed 
name after arriving in utter 
misery, says a source close to 
the singer. 

“She was in such pain,” 
says the worried source, who 
detailed brave Dolly’s race to 
the hospital. 

“It’s not the first time — 
she’s been in a cancer battle 
before.” 

A medical team ran tests 
and initially diagnosed the 
source of her agony as kid- 
ney stones. 

The tortured star received 
laser treatment for the condi- 
tion, but the insider worries 
the 69-year-old singer 
isn’t out of danger yet! 

Not the first time 

“We’re all terrified 
she has a far more 
serious condition 
than kidney stones,” 
says the source. 

“So far, the laser 
treatments haven’t 
worked, and she’s 
undergoing more testing. 
The scary thing is she has the 
symptoms of stomach cancer 
— and this is what she could 
be hiding.” 

This isn’t the first time Dol- 
ly has stared down a possible 
cancer diagnosis, GLOBE 
can reveal. 

In 2013, she was diagnosed 



as suffering from gastroesopha- 
geal reflux disease, or severe 
acid reflux, sources say. 

The condition causes heart- 
burn, sore throats, hoarseness, 
coughs and difficulty swallowing 
— and can lead to esophageal 
cancer, according to medical 
experts. 

After a sudden 20-pound 


I weight loss that year, 
^ Dolly was consumed 
by fear. 

An insider at the 
time said the tiny vo- 
cal powerhouse had 
researched her condi- 
tion and knew devel- 
oping cancer was a 
real possibility. 

Even though she was terrified 
of a cancer diagnosis, she brave- 
ly sought out doctors to confront 
her fears head on! 

Then, as now, Dolly kept her 
condition secret. 

“Dolly always projects an up- 
beat, positive image, but under- 


neath that she was terrified,” the 
source says. 

Doctors told Dolly her condi- 
tion could be improved by im- 
planting a state-of-the-art medi- 
cal device called LINX into her 
esophagus. 

After weighing her choices, 
Dolly opted to undergo a top- 
secret surgery. 

“Dolly didn’t want her friends, 
family and fans to worry about 
her, so the entire procedure was 
done under the tightest secrecy,” 
the source recalls. 

Dolly decided to have the op- 
eration at the Mayo Clinic in 
Jacksonville, Fla., one of the first 
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medical centers to offer the ex- 
perimental anti-reflux surgery. 

Her doctor flew in from Los 
Angeles to consult with the sur- 
geons about the new device, 
which was approved by the 
FDA in March 2012. 

Doctors and nurses huddled 
over Dolly during a tense, five- 
hour surgery — which did not 
go entirely as planned, says the 
insider. 

“The procedure was sup- 
posed to last two hours, but it 
took five.” 

During the operation, “sur- 
geons discovered masses of 
scar tissue, which had to be re- 


moved and biopsied for 
cancer cells,” says the 
source. 

“When it was over, 
she told friends there, ‘It 
went very well. Fm go- 
ing to be fine.’” 

But medical experts 
warned the “9 to 5” 
singer may not be com- 
pletely cured — and 
she needs regular en- 
doscopies to check for 
abnormalities. 

“While doctors told her the 
scar tissue showed no signs of 
cancer, they want to continue 
monitoring her carefully. She’ll 


need regular checkups for the 
rest of her life,” says the source. 

Dolly’s recent crisis serves 
as a grim reminder of the 
cancer threat she faces for the 


rest of her life. 

“The pain is unbelievable 
and all the fears of her opera- 
tion two years ago came back,” 
says the source. “She dodged a 
bullet then, but now she’s wor- 
ried her luck has run out.”

P RINCESS Diana’s body 
has been exhumed from 
her island grave on the 
orders of sons William 
and Harry, who are 
determined to prove she was 
murdered by their father! 

Charles is firmly in the young 
royals’ crosshairs after their 
grandmother, Queen Elizabeth, 
confessed her oldest son was 
behind the August 1997 Paris 


car crash that killed Di. 

Now scientists are working 
at a feverish pace to bring 
Charles to justice, and intend 
to unravel the chilling murder 
conspiracy based on new 
forensic evidence, a top British 
investigator reveals. 

“After being stonewalled by 
their father and ranking 
government officials, William 
and Harry took matters into 


their own hands,” 
says the investigator. 

“They sought out the best 
cold-case scientists and sent a 
team to dig up their mom, who 
was laid to rest at her ancestral 
home, Althorp. 

“They didn’t tell Charles 
or anyone else in the royal 
family. They wanted no more 
roadblocks. They acted fast — 
and under cover of secrecy. They 


are determined 
to know the truth 
once and for all.” 

But the decision to open 
Diana’s grave wasn’t easy for her 
sons, who were just boys when 
she died. For years, William and 
Harry, egged on by their father, 
bought into the official story that 
Diana and her Muslim lover, 
Dodi Fayed, died in a crash 
caused by their drunk driver, a

palace insider says. 

The boys suspect their dad 
after The Queen recently 
blamed Charles for the deaths 
— saying someone “greased the 
brakes” on the car. “William 
told his younger brother it 
was time for them to fully 
investigate the circumstances 
surrounding their mother’s 
death and commission a private 
autopsy,” says the insider. 


“William told Harry they had 
no other option. There was 
no one they could trust — the 
murder conspiracy and cover- 
up ran too deep.” 

A decade ago, when Royal 
Coroner Michael Burgess was 
considering exhuming Diana, 
her sons were horrified. They 
spiked the plan, insisting their 
mother be left to rest in peace. 

However, many troubling 


unanswered questions have 
bubbled to the surface since 
then — and the evidence points 
directly at Charles! After some 
deep soul-searching, Harry and 
his big brother agreed to begin 
the investigation. 

A backhoe was airlifted by 
helicopter to the island where 
Diana was buried, the investigator 
says. Once her casket was 
unearthed, the coffin containing 


her remains was flown to a secret 
lab so the body could be tested. 

A new objective autopsy 
by independent doctors is 
the centerpiece of the current 
probe, sources say. 

The procedure will determine 
if Diana was, indeed, pregnant 
with Fayed’s child when she died. 

“A pregnancy would establish 
a clear motive for Charles

wanting her assassinated,” says 
the highly placed royal source. 

“There’s no way the royals 
could tolerate a Muslim half- 
sibling to the future king of 
England. 

“There are some people who 
would do anything to prevent 
that from becoming public.” 

Certainly the cover-up began 
within hours of the crash. 

French radiologist Dr. Elizabeth 
Dion says she saw a fetus on an 
X-ray and a sonogram of 
Diana taken at the 
hospital. But her 
observations 
were ignored 


by government officials in France 
AND Britain. 

Diana’s body was speedily 
embalmed in France in a 
desperate bid to destroy any 
forensic evidence before it was 
examined in her homeland. 
But science has made dramatic

leaps since then — and 
the pregnancy can now be 
exposed! 

“Even years after death, an 
embalmed body can yield a 
lot of information,” says Prof. 
Jerry Conlogue of Quinnipiac 
University in Connecticut. 

“There could be signs of an 
embryo growing in the womb.” 

Famed medical examiner 
Cyril H. Wecht, author of “Final 
Exams,” says a fresh autopsy 
would determine if someone 
presented another woman’s 
DNA to scientists conducting 
Britain’s official inquest in 
order to throw investigators off 



track. The scenario is a key part 
of the suspected conspiracy, 
and new tests offer new hope 
for the truth. 

“Even after 18 years, some 
DNA could be retrieved from 
Diana’s bone marrow or even 
her fingernails and hair roots,” 
says Dr. Wecht. 

“If the new DNA doesn’t 
match the previous samples, 
it would mean someone 
committed fraud.” 

“That would support the 
persistent belief that the royals 
masterminded a cover-up of 
Diana’s pregnancy,” adds 
another insider, “and point the 
finger squarely at Charles.” 

Palace sources predict the 
fallout from the new autopsy 
will be devastating for the royal 
family. 

“If Charles is implicated, 
William is sure to be the next king 
when Queen Elizabeth’s reign 
ends — and any relationship 
between him and his father will 
be over.”

N ew stem cell 
implants may 
be able to cure 
blindness caused 
by age-related macular 
degeneration (AMD), top 
doctors say. 

Hailed as a major 
breakthrough in 

combating AMD 

caused by fluid or blood 
leaking into the eye, the 
treatment uses a stem- 
cell loaded patch to 
cover damaged portions 
of the retina. 

“Such surgery could 
be routine within three 
to five years,” says 
London-based Dr. Lyndon Da 
Cruz, who is spearheading the 
technique. 

Affecting 15 million 
American seniors, AMD is 
the leading cause of blindness 
and central vision loss among 


adults 65 years or older. 
Roseanne Barr revealed 
earlier this year she is fighting 
the condition and expects to 
go blind. 

Macular degeneration is a 
gradual breakdown on parts 


of the retina that allows 
people to see fine details. 

There are two forms of the 
condition: “wet” and “dry.” 
The wet form is brought on 
by blood vessels leaking fluid 
or blood into the eye’s macula 


region in the center of 
the retina. 

The dry form is caused 
by thinning of retinal 
pigment in the macula. ' 
These support light- ’ 
sensitive cells critical to 
vision. : 

So far, the ground- 
breaking surgery, which 
centers on those with 
wet AMD, has only * 
been performed on a 
60-year-old woman, who -

Rickenbach Cerveny, 38, was 
a dermatologist and medical 
school professor.

But by night, she was a 
wild child who loved to live 
dangerously — drinking and 
drugging until dawn while 
her unsuspecting family slept 
soundly!

“A great mom” 

Johnson — a producer whose 
projects include the HBO pilot 
“The Deuce,” starring James 
Franco in a drama about the 
porn industry — knew Kiersten 
before her 2009 marriage to 
Dr. Andrew Cerveny Jr., 
sources reveal. 

The pair visited Holder, 60, 
who’s served several prison 


stints on drugs and weapons 
charges, according to records 
obtained by GLOBE. 

The trio kept partying, 
detectives believe — possibly 
engaging in wild sex. 

At around 8:30 a.m., sources 
say, Johnson and Holder were 
caught on video dumping 
Kiersten’s unconscious body 
— “She came out topless,” says 
a witness — in the building’s 


side finally proved 
deadly after a long 
night of partying, 
investigators say.

lobby. Johnson called 91 1 and 
fled, according to sources. 

Paramedics tried in vain to 
revive Kiersten. Her panties 
were found in her purse, 
leading to speculation that 
drugs were just one of the 
vices she indulged in during 
her final hours. 

A building resident told 
GLOBE that Holder shares 
his apartment with girlfriend 
Gerri Decicco, 69. “Gerri’s 
pissed off. She says she was 
sleeping when this was going 



on,” says the neighbor. 

Kiersten, America’s 1995 
Junior Miss, had cultivated 
a perfect image. Friends 
struggled to account for the 
lurid details surrounding her 
shocking death. 

Country club pal Penny 
Morash insists the druggie 
was “a great mom.” 

Actress Caron Bernstein — 
star of “Operation Midnight 
Climax” — says Kiersten was 
“a happy drunk,” adding, 
“She was a good girl!” 

But friends reveal 
Kiersten’s family is shell- 
shocked by the tragedy. 

“Her husband and father 
are only just finding out 
that she wasn’t the perfect 
mom they thought she was, 
and they’re dreading what 
might come out next,” says a 
source. 

“They’re disgusted at the 
cowardly way her body was 
dumped like a piece of old 
junk furniture.”
